of a heifer on the farm of C. E. Pal­ 
mer, three miles west of Sedalia, last 
Sunday morning, the police and con-1 
stable’s office are now investigating j 
the killing of a valuable horse on the 
farm of F rank Yeater, just adjoining 
the Palm er farm on the south. 
The anim al was found in the pas­ 
ture by farm ers of th at vicinity’ late 
Monday afternoon. Upon exam ination 


it was found that both eyes of the 


animal had been shot out. 
The ani­ 


mal had been killed by 
beating 
it 


over the head with a biunt instrum ent, 
believed 
by 
the 
authorities to he 
identically Hie sam e instrum ent with 
which the heifer was killed on the 
Palm er farm. 
The anim al found 
Monday 
after­ 
noon was owned by Mr. Yeater, who 
m akes his home in Sedalia. 
There is 
no one residing on the farm at pres­ 
ent. 
The animal was valued at about 
$75 and was in good condition. 
R esidents of the vicinity in which 
the killings have occurred can give no 
reason w hatever for the strange ac­ 
tions, unless it is the work of parties 
who are doing it for spite. 
Several 
neighbors have subscribed a reward 
of $50, which will probably be offered 
shortly for the arrest and conviction 
of the guilty ones.

to 
the authorities, the 
skin of the heifer which w as found 
Sunday m orning on the farm of Mr. 
Palmer, was disposed of to a m erchant 
on South Osage avenue 
in 
Sedalia. 
The purchaser did not know at the 
time of the circum stances, and bought 
the hide in good faith. 
He stated that 
he paid $2 for it, but did not knowr 
the party from whom he bought it.

Tokio, April I.— Tho 
removal of 
some of Japan’s industries to China 
is being 
recommended 
by Minoru 
Oka, chief of bureau at Hie ministry 
of commerce. The suggest ion is of 
fered as a practical means of avoid­ 
ing ili<* disadvantageous effect of a 
possible increase in Chinese* import 
duties, and is received with interest 
here because Japan at this time is 
using every effort 
to 
increase hei 
markets in China 
Mr. Oka’s idea 
is 
that Japanese 
factories shorn! produce in China the 
amount of goods that would he nor 
mally exported from Japan to that 
country. That is Hie best way, in his 
opinion, for Japanese merchants to 
prepare for the eventuality of an in 
crease of Chinese customs. 
The Japan Foreign Trade associa­ 
tion is making 
a 
special 
study of 
conditions in China with a view to 
extension of 
trade 
relations th *rc 
Mr. Oka believes that 
the 
best lo 
califv for the setting up of Japanese 
factories would he the Yang-Tse val 
ley, as the population there is I >rg 
est, labor the cheapest and mater’als 
the most abundant and the supply of 
coal convenient. 
In Central China 
generally he recommends the organi 
zillion of such industries as spinning 
weaving, flour milling, leather works 
glass 
and 
soap 
making, 
printing 
building materials, iron works, rn: tel 
making, 
ship 
building, 
machinery 
breweries and aerated waters. These 
industries, he points 
out, 
have a1 
ready been well developed in Japan 
and it should be comparatively easy 
to send to China engineers and skill 
^d laborers, fie thinks it important 
however, that the enterprises should 
bo as much as possible joint Japan 
'se and Chinese concerns. Such ar 
arrangement

Although Japan’s 
commercial and 
ndustria! development since the he 
Tinning of tho war has been all that 
could be desired, Mr. Oka expresses 
his belief that after tho war is over
